Very  Rare  Historical  Medal  in  Silver,  dedicated  to  the  heroic  defend- 
ers of  Fort  Griswold,  at  New  London,  Conn.,  defended  by  patriots 
. against  Benedict  Arnold  and  his  notorious  Tory  forces,  in  1781. 
Obv.  Defenders  in  fort  loading  and  firing.  “We  Will  Not  Give  Up 
The  Fort,  Let  The  Consequences  Be  What  They  May”.  Rx.  Dia- 
gram of  the  fort.  Sept.  6,  1781.  “Centennial  of  the  Battle  of  Gro- 
ton Heights  and  Burning  of  New  London  September  6,  1781.” 
Note. — Arnold’s  Tories  stormed  the  fort,  after  the  small  defending 
force  had  put  up  a most  obstinate  battle  and  overwhelmed  it  by 
force  of  numbers.  The  American  commander  offering  the  Tory 
leader  his  sword  in  surrender,  the  Tory  seized  it  and  ran  the 
Colonel  through  the  body  killing  him  on  the  spot.  The  balance  of 
the  defenders  were  all  massacred  on  the  spot.  This  one  expedition 
of  Arnold  was  sufficient  in  itself  to  condemn  him  forever  to  the  • 
disgust  and  contempt  of  all  Americans.  Here  he  had  burned  New 
London  almost  in  sight  of  his  birthplace.  Such  horrors  were 
planned  by  Arnold  to  divert  Washington  from  his  campaign  against 
Cornwallis  in  Virginia  and  in  spirit  of  revenge.
